Charges against nursing home 


owners called an ‘overreaction’

An attorney for Upland’s 
Elizabeth Enterprises said the 
wrong people are being charged 
with criminal violations in a Los 
Angeles nursing home. 

Last week the Los Angeles 
City Attorney’s office filed 31 
counts of criminal violations 
against the company’s owner 
Barrett Speck and Good Hope 
Convalescent Home operator 
Nola Nell Turrell. 

Bob Gerst, who represents the 
Upland company which owns 21 
nursing homes throughout the 
state, said Speck and Turrell are 
not criminally resposible for 
what went on in the Los Angeles 
nursing home. 

“Apparently they’re trying to 
hold Barrett and the 
administrator responsible for 
activities they did not do,’’ Gerst 
said. “‘There’s no way Barrett, for 
example, is responsible for the 
carelessness of the employees.” 

Gerst said his own 
investigation into the charges 
that Good Hope’s patients 
received improper care in 


unsanitary conditions is not 
complete. But he said that even 
if the charges are true, they 


should have been handled within 


the state health department’s 
civil fining system, rather than 
through the criminal justice 
system. 


“They (Speck and Turrell) have 
civil responsibility for damages, 


etc., but they should not go to 
jail,” he said. “| don’t think that 
the charges are that serious.” 
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The city attorney’s office has 


accused the nursing home of 


allowing patients to lie in their 
own urine and feces — creating 


bed sores — and of delaying 
treatment of some injuries, 
allowing them to worsen. At 


least 20 patients were affected, 


according to Deputy City 


Attorney Gary Rowse.

The man ran away with the 
gas can and matches and 
Brownell disarmed him with his 
nightstick and arrested him. He 
then used the garden hose to 
help control the fire. 

“His good judgment 
prevented a potentially 
justifiable police shooting, and

suspect without injury,” Estes 
said. 

The Award of Merit went to 
Ames for administering 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
to a 67-year-old man lying 
unconscious on his living room 
floor, the victim of an apparent 
heart attack or stroke. 

During the CPR the victim 
regained consciousness and 
bit Ames on his upper and 
lower lips severely enough that 
the officer sought medical 
treatment, Estes said. Ames’ 
action probably saved the 
man’s life, the police chief 
added. 

Hunnicutt, branch manager 
for Pomona Federal Savings & 
Loan at 20 E. Foothill Bivd., 
was named citizen of the year 
by the local American Legion 
for her part in thwarting the 
theft of a man’s savings. 

The Pomona resident alerted 
police when she noticed that 
an 88-year-old customer tried 
to withdraw $8,000 in cash 
shortly after he had gotten the 
same amount in a cashier’s 
check.

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Detached homes favored over condos 


By Andrew Horan 


From Fontana to Montclair, 
West Valley homeowners are 
turning away from 
condominiums in favor of single- 
family housing. 

Spurred by lower interest rates 
and fast-paced new home 
construction, residents who 
want to own rather than rent are 
choosing detached housing over 
multiple unit projects, according 
to a developers and county 
officials. 

“Right now, condominiums 
and townhouses are not very 
popular,” said Jim Bailey, vice 
president of the William Lyon 
Co. 

“| wouldn’t build a 
condominium for anything,” he 
added during a phone interview 
from his Rancho Cucamonga 
office. 

While his firm recently 
finished a condominium project 
in Fullerton, ‘“‘we don’t have any 
... in the Victoria (development) 
at this time,’ he said. 

The condominium market, 
which many developers say was 
never strong in the county, may 
be growing even softer. 

County Assessor R. Gordon 
Young announced last week that 
a preliminary study shows 
declining condominium values 
throughout the county. 

Following a similar program in 
Los Angeles County, Young is 
encouraging owners of the 
county’s 16,000 condominiums 
to apply for lowered 
assessments. 

The Los Angeles program 
attracted more than 26,000 
inquires; more than 10,000 units 
were reassessed. 

“| would think that the number 
eligible (for reassessment) in the 
county is probably less than 5 to 
6 percent,” said Assistant 
Assessor James Reed. 

Lower interest rates are one 
reason condominium values may 
have fallen “from the West 
Valley out to Redlands,” Reed 
explained. 

Lower rates draw some 
residents out of condominiums 
and into single-family homes. 
That trend, Reed said, only 
further reduces the value of the 
condominiums. 

“Because of lower interest 
rates, many people are buying

single-family residences and 
many condominiums are being 
rented,” he said. 

“The minute you start renting 
condominiums, it puts a damper 
on the value of the remaining 
condominiums ... and this is 
what’s happening in many of our 
areas.” 

And condominium 
construction was never very 
strong in the county, Reed said. 

“San Bernardino has not 
experienced (condominium 
construction) to the extent that 
L.A. has,” he said in a telephone 
interview. 

“In the last two years, there 
have been practically zero 
condominium projects started,” 
he added. ‘‘They’re just not 
selling.” 

Reed explained that lower 
land values throughout the 
county make single-family 
residences more economically 
viable. 


“The major thing that causes 
development is land values,” he 
said. ‘‘What you’re really doing is 
developing airspace. Where land 
values are high, it makes more 
sense”’ to build high density 
projects such as condominiums 
and townhouses. 


“But in San Bernardino 
County, one of our assets right 
now is low land costs,’’ Reed 
said. 


Those low land costs allow 
developers to build single-family 
houses at prices competitive 
with condominiums. 


“They’d have to sell a condo 
for at least $10,000 less than 


what | sell my little houses for,”’ 
Bailey said. 


Randall Lewis, senior vice 
president of Lewis Homes, 
agreed. 


“You're not going to buy a 
condominium for $53,000 if you 
can buy anew house for 
$63,000,”’ said Lewis, whose 
Upland-based firm has 
constructed more than 25,000 
residences in the area. 


“Only a couple hundred of 
them are condominiums,” he 
said. 


“Our market is fueled by a 
couple of different sources,” 
Lewis continued. “Commuters ... 
and local people. 


“Commuters aren’t going to 
drive 30 minutes for something 
(a condominium) they can get 
close to work,” he explained. 
‘People who grew up in this area 
have expectations that ‘l want to 
live in a house like the one | 
grew up in.’”” 


But Lewis does see a market 
for condominiums in the fast- 
growing West Valley. 


“| don’t think you'll see lots of 
condominiums for some time,” 
he said, “but | do see 
condominium hybrids — 
detached housing that offers the 
flavor of single-family houses 
and the amenities of 
condominiums. 


“| think you’ll see more 
townhouse condominiums.”

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Fund-raisers phoning for burn unit

Ontario Fire Department 
officials thought they hada 
scam on their hands Monday. 

At least two local residents 
called the department asking if 
firefighters were running a 
telephone fund-raiser, said Rick 
Lebei, assistant fire chief. 

“They said they received calls 
from Ontario Fire Department 
trying to raise money for a burn 
unit, and that (callers) asked for 
names, addresses and cross 


streets, so they could come by 
and pick up the money,” said 
Lebel. 

Because Ontario has no fund- 
raisers in operation, Lebel said 
his department contacted other 
West Valley fire departments to 
determine if residents were 
mistaking phone calls from 
another agency for Ontario Fire 
Department. 

The other agencies, including 
Foothill Fire Department, told 
Ontario Fire officials they 
weren't soliciting donations by 


phone. 

Or so they thought. 

Later Foothill officials learned 
that a fund-raiser they planned to 
start in the coming weeks had 
already begun without their 
knowledge, said Mike Ploung, 
president of the Rancho 
Cucamonga Professional 
Firefighter's Association. 

Ploung said 3-L Productions, 
basea in Anaheim, contracted by 
the department to make phone 
solicitations for an upcoming 
fund-raiser, had started making 


calls to West Vailey residents. 

“I really expected to hear from 
them before they started making 
the calls,” said Ploung. 

He explained that Foothill is 
raising funds for the Alisa 
Rausch Burn Foundation in 
Sherman Oaks, but did not 
expect the calls to begin until 3- 
L called the department for the 
go-ahead. 

Ploung said 3-L officials tried 
to call him last week, but 
because he was out the entire 
week, decided to proceed with 





the fund-raiser. 

Callers for 3-L, now phoning 
residents throughout the West 
Valley, are not representing the 
fund-raiser as an Ontario Fire 
Department benefit, he said. 
“The public has gotten 
confused. | checked with people 
doing our promotion and they 
haven’t used the ‘Ontario Fire 
Department.’ 

Money gathered by the 
Foothill district will go to aid 
burn victims and community 
sports activities, he said.

Diana Godfrey, a secretary at 
the Mountain View elementary 
school in Ontario who helped 
coordinate the students’ Statue 
of Liberty fund-raiser, is very 
excited about watching the 
monument’s unveiling during 
Liberty Weekend festivities. 

“I can’t wait to see it; | would 
love to go,” she said. | am very 
glad to see how well we did and 
that our kids enjoyed it so much. 
The best part is that it (the 
unveiling) will mean so much 
more to them now and later on 
because of the special part they 
played in the restoration,’’said 
Godfrey.

Backing sought for

Communities Against 
Pornography’s president Richard 
Fortyune asked the Upland City 
Council on Monday to consider 
endorsement of its proposed 
resolution against adult 
entertaiment. 

The citizens group plans to 
present to county supervisors a 
resolution restricting adult 
businesses. Although he was 
hoping for city endorsement 
Monday, Fortyune was told he 
would have to bring the 
resolution back in writing for the 
council to study. 

Fortyune is executive director 
the John Robert Powers Career 
College, a modeling school on 
the second floor of the building 
next door to T&A Video, an adult 
videotape and bookstore with

The city has dropped 
enforcement of its requirement 
of conditional use permits for 
operations catering only to those 
18 and older because of Garden 
Grove’s loss of a courtroom 
battle over a similar permit 
condition. 

The adult entertainment 
ordinance that Maroney is 
working on would govern the 
businesses instead of the 
permit. 

But in the meantime, Fortyune 
said, children under 18 are going 
in the store with adults. 

The CAP resolution would also 
require that doors be taken off 
the video viewing booths, he 
said. There is a requirement in 
the proposed law.

he question, ‘‘What do you want to 

be when you grow up?” often as 

not illicits a blank stare and an 
empty “I dunno” from children. 

To give their children a better idea 
how to answer that oft-asked question, 
Hermosa School teachers and parents 
collared 19 adults who live or work in Alta 
Loma to tell the 451 children what they do 
and why. 

“Career Day exposes the children to 
different career opportunities that they 
might consider,” said Bonnie McNamara, 
a second grade teacher who organized 
the event. 

She had help from Kathy Wheatley, 
the school’s community-parent 
representative. 

“We've had great cooperation,” 
Wheatley said while looking over the 
playground where children were gathered 
around a fire truck, an ambulance and a 
sheriff’s patrol car. 

“Generally, we picked the people 
most visible to the children,” she added. 

“We did our best to round up 


everyone from the TV star to the pizza 
maker.” 

“The theme this year,’ McNamara 
explained, “is the importance of 
education in choosing a career.” 

Around the playground and in 13 
rooms, the speakers exhorted the 
children to use their school time wisely. 

“You have to learn three things if you 
want to be an actor,” Fred Mulvey told a 
gathering, “reading, English and 
concentration.” 


Mulvey, who is one of the two cowboy 
characters that appear in Millers Outpost 
commercials, also operates his own 
production company. 


One of those listening to Mulvey’s 
presentation was his son Kyle, who was 
also featured in a series of commercials 
Mulvey showed the children. 

“Kyle looks weird” on camera, more 
than one of his classmates commented. 
But they were enthralled as they watched 
Kyle and his brother, Justin, repeat their 
lines over and over until they got them 


right. 

After more than a dozen “‘takes,” 
Mulvey showed the class the finished 
product. 

The children cheered and shouted, 
“Bravo!” 

“Shooting commercials is fun for the 
first ten minutes,” Mulvey told the 


‘ children. ‘But then it gets pretty boring. 


“It takes about one full day just to 
shoot a 30-second commercial.”’ 

When he asked, ‘“‘How many of you 
want to be actors,” nearly 30 hands shot 
up in the air. 

“Well, you all act every day,” he said. 
“When your mom asks ‘Did you clean 
your room today?’ and you Say ‘Yes,’ 
you're all little actors,” Mulvey said. 

There were plenty of other 
professions for the children to ponder. 

Lou Manquen and Don McNeilly of 
Little Ceasar’s pizza parlor demonstrated 
how to throw together a peperonni pie. 

“If you like pizza,” McNeilly told a 
group of rapt first-graders, “you should 
know it’s also good for you.” 


“It’s probably one of the most 
nutritious foods you can eat today,”’ he 
told the children, adding fuel to the fire 
burning in their bellies. 

Other children watched Dr. Robert 
Kamansky use a Bugs Bunny doll to 
make “impressions” — synthetic mold 


— that dentists use to study and corre: 
tooth ailments. 


“We just made rubber, and now we’ 
going to make plastic, using chemical 
reactions,” Kamansky told the children 
gathered around him. 

“If you want to be a dentist,” he sai: 


“you'll have to Study chemistry and 
physics.” 


That idea did not go over well, but 
before too many protests were lodged, 
the bell signaling class change rang. 

“We tried to get a variety (of people) 
that would be interesting to the childre: 
McNamara said as students raced to th 
next demonstration.

Pain and suffering bind 
everyone together, according to 
Eddy Hoffman 

Hoffman, spokeswoman for 
the National Pain Society, said 
research is needed to help 
understand why people feel pain 
and how they can deal with it 

Montclair neurosurgeon Dr. 
Benjamin Cox Jr. started the 
non-profit organization 10 years 
ago with the belief that 
researchers one day might 
develop a new treatment for 
pain. 

“The society hopes to be able 
to answer some of the 
unanswered questions about 
why people suffer pain,” 
Hoffman said 

“Pain has various levels from 
the physical pain caused by 
cancer to that of a scraped knee. 
The society would help provide 
funds to researchers interested 
in this field.” 

Currently in the development 
stages, the society is seeking 
individuals to serve as board 
members 
Prospective board members 
should be interested in fund- 
raising and in research and 
education dedicated to the relief 
of pain and suffering, she said. 
“The society hopes to educate 
the public and researchers about 
pain, its causes and, possibly, 
how to prevent much of it,” 
Hoffman said. 

“We know that pain stems 
from injury to nerve endings to 
many psychological factors. If 
we Can find out more about the

“The causes of pain, to date, 
have been speculation. There 
have been no firm answers,” 
said 

“Nobody likes to hurt. | think 
people are more aware of pain 
today.

Hoffman said she is available

Q. Our 16-year-old female 
Pomeranian died recently and 
my wife is grieving as if it were 
one of our children. 

Is this normal behavior — do 
other people grieve over the loss 
of their pets? How can | help my 
wife through this very difficult 
period? 

A. People who grieve over the 
loss of a beloved pet should not 
consider themselves mentally 
unstable. It is normal to 
experience intense grief. This is 
especially true if the person has 
owned the pet for a long time or 
if the pet has served as a 
substitute family. Individuals 
living alone with a pet are more 
likely to feel the loss of their 
animal companions. 

Grieving often includes a 
feeling of loneliness, the urge to 
cry, feeling of shock, loss of 
appetite, and being unable to 
sleep. Sometimes these 
symptoms last for only a short 
period of time, while other 
individuals grieve for weeks. 

Friends and family members 
should be sensitive to each 
other's feelings. Some pet 
owners are forced to feel 
ashamed about their grieving 
over the loss of their animals 
because of inappropriate 
reactions of friends and family. 
Many well-meaning people 
express amazement that anyone 
could be so upset over the death 
of amere animal. Some even 
give the impression that such 
behavior is childish and not 
appropriate for adults. 

Many methods to lessen or 
overcome intense grief following 
the death of pets have been 
advocated by grief experts. 
Talking about the pet’s death 
openly is extremely important. 
The family members should 
express their feelings and sense 
Of loss. If a pet has been ill fora

Sports clinic helps prevention of

It is preventive medicine with 
a sports-oriented twist. It seeks 
to identify potential problem 
areas before they become real 
problems. 


And it may just keep dozens of 
athletes — from budding super- 
stars to weekend enthusiasts — 
on the playing field and out of 
the sick bed. 

The Sports Medicine Center at 
the Pomona Valley Community 
Hospital (PVCH), in its third year 
of existence, serves area 
athletes with an emphasis on 
prevention and diagnosis, as 
well as fast, safe rehabilitation 
of sports injuries when the 
occur. 


Etiwanda High School was 
among two high schools that 
recently took advantage of the 
center’s annual offering of the 
center’s annual offerings of low- 
cost physicals for athletes 
hoping to participate next fall. 


A dozen PVCH staff members 
were joined by 30 physical 
therapists, nurses and support 
personnel in giving 
comprehensive physicials to 
aspiring participants. 

Damon Watson, an upcoming 
junior candidate for the 


Etiwanda football team, had 
mixed feelings about his trip to 
the doctor. 

“| don’t like hospitals,” said 


Watson with emphasis. “You 
wonder whether or not you’re 
going to make it. But I’m glad | 
came. You find out what kind of 
condition your body is in.” 

Because PVCH personnel 
volunteered their time for the 
physicals, each athlete paid just 
$10. 

Consistent with the center’s 
emphasis on prevention, the 
physicals are offered in the 
spring, giving the athletes plenty 
of time to remedy any potential 
problem areas. 

“It’s better to know of any 
problems now, rather than a 
week before the season starts,” 
said Etiwanda football coach 
Larry Tisdale. ‘‘This way, we’ve 
got all summer to work out any 
problems that may arise.” 

Each of the athletes went 
through 11 stations, beginning 
with an area where each 
students’ family health history 
was probed. 


The screenings included in- 
depth examinations of the 
musclo-skeletal system, heart/ 
lungs, abdomen, gentiourinary 
system, posture, flexibility and 
percent body fat. 

“We're not looking for injuries 


as much as we are trying to 
prevent them from arising,” said 
Dr. Glenn Garlin, one of the 
doctors checking the athletes 
last week. 

Joe Baumgaertner, 
administrative director of the 
center, explained its origins and 
purpose. 

“The physical therapy clinic at 
the hospital has always treated 
these injuries, but establishing 
the Sports Medicine Center just 
formalized it,” Baumgaertner 
said. “High school principals 
had come to us for help in the 
area of sports injuries several 
times. They gave us some 
direction and we responded. We 
saw a need out there and we 
filled it.” 

Baumgaertner said the center 
has treated approximately 2,500 
athletes of all ages since 
opening. High school athletes, 
he explained, are usually treated 
at no charge (excluding 
insurance deductibles) to the 
family. 

“We usually accept whatever 
the insurance company will pay 
for the treatment,” he said. 

Staffed predominately by 
Pomona-area orthopedists, the 
center is open Monday through 
Friday at 4:30 p.m. Closing times 
vary, depending on how busy the 
center on a given day. 

Athletes can often get same- 


day examination and treatment 
for their injuries — a particular 
advantage for a competitor who 
can ill-afford a lengthy stay on 
the sidelines. Family doctors, in 
contrast, often have full 
appointment schedules several 
weeks in advance — thus 
contributing to an athlete’s time 
out of action. 

Said Baumgaertner, “The 
center tries to return athletes to 
action as quickly as possible, 
but not by playing them while 
they are still hurt. Our doctors 
are intimately associated with 
sports injuries. They are in better 
position to diagnose and treat 
sports injuries than many family 
doctors.” 

Fewer than five percent of the 
athletes fail to pass the 
physicals. Most of those who 
don’t pass, fail for minor 
reasons. A fairly common 
example is the vision test, which 
some of the students fail 
because they forget their 
glasses. But not all of the 
center’s findings on the high 
school athletes are routine. 

During the exams, one of the 
athletes was found to have a 
malunited wrist fraction. The 
injury, apparently several years 
old, had never been treated 
properly. 

Tisdale, an obvious firm 
believer in the center, explained

its utility for the Etiwanda 
football team. 

“We used to have some 
problems with knee injuries 
because we didn’t have the 
proper leg extension weight 
machine,” Tisdale said. ‘‘The 
center helped us to recognize 
this problem and deal with it. We 
have the right machine now.” 

In the past, acommon finding 
among athletes examined at the 
center was the need for more 
strength in the quadriceps, 
according to Tisdale. Thus, 
doctors recommended more 
emphasis on power squats in 
Etiwanda’s weightlifting program 
for football players. 

Dr. Charles Magistro, head of 
the physical therapy department 
at PVCH, said patients for the 
center come from as far away as 
Pasadena and Fontana. 

“This is a very forward step for 
this area,”’ Magistro said. ‘The 
teatments are tailored 
specifically for athletes and 
sports injuries. Our clinic allows 
us to treat athletes far more 
dynamically (than a family doctor 
might).” 

And, Magistro added, the 
benefits are often mutual. 

“A lot of good things are 
happening as a result of all the 
recent research in sports 
medicine,” Magistro said. ‘We 
learn a lot.”
